KXEMPTION. 

The justice and policy ef securing to 
every man and his family, who is able to 
acquire a home, the enjoyments of it, free) 
from the claim of his creditors, has been 
conceded and recognized by law in most of, 
the States. It is mo injustice to the cred- 


itor, who knows when he gives the credit | 


that the exemption exists. [It se- 
cures to every man a home which 
he has acquired, in which to shelter 
his wife and children, when from misfor- 
tune or sickness he may be unable to meet 
his debts. It cheers his dying hours with 
the consciousness that no grasping creditor 


can drive his widow and orphan ebiliren } 


houseless from their home « wow 
bumane and beneficial law, and one which 
the masses of the people, and the best inter- 
ests of society require, as a protection 
against the rapacity of the selfish creditors 
of the poor and unfortunate. 

The new Constitution strikes a blow at 
the most benificent objects to be accom- 
plished by such a law. It in effect protects 
the home of the debtor, against the claim 
of the mechanic, the merchant, and all or- 
dinary debts, which have to be collected 
through the courts, and leaves it liable to 
be scized by the money lender and the 
sharper, who has managed from the neces- 
sities of his creditor or by deception, to ex- 
tort a mortgage with power of sale ora 
deed of trust. It is secured therefore, 
against the debts of the humble and poor, 
but left subject to the debts of the rich. 

All Constitutions are limitations upon 
powers of the Legislature. .That 


| probjbited by the Constitution. Hence, the 
Legislature passed the present “ Homestead 
Exemption” law, and had power to make 
it as wide injts provisions as chey should 
gee fit—to amend and alter the same at 
pleasure. It was evidently drawn up by 
some one who was unacgxainted with the 
devices of money-lendersand grasping cred- 
itors, deeds of trust, snd mortgages with 
a power of sale, under which the debtor's 
fand can be sold without foreclosure in 
court and issue of execution. The author 
of the law evidently supposed all debts 
were to be collected by suit, and forced 
gales on execution, or order of court. 
Jt declares “there shall be exempt from 
“levy and forced sales under any process 
“ or order from any court of law or equity, 
“in this State, for debts contracted trom 
“end after the fourth day of July, 1851,

“Such exemption shall continue afier the

The language is so plain, that the sim 
plest can see, that the exemption only ex- 
tends to sales made under process, or order 
of a court of law or equity—and that sales 
made under mortgages with power of sale 
or trust deeds, are not included with. 
in the law, least that under such sales 
the homestead may be swept away, as 
effectually as if no such law existed. And 
the Supreme Court have so decided and 
could decide no other way. They declare 
that sales made under powers in a mort- 
gage or deed of trust are not within 
the law—that such sales are not forced 
sales made under process of court. So that 
the money lender who now parts with his 
gold or “ stumptail,” without a deed of
